ates. an outside consulting firm, 
and TorrancT City Council. This 
same bond issue lacked the nec­ 
essary two-thirds majority at the 
last October 29 election by 149 
votes.

Van Bellehem said that $1 
million would be used to de­ 
velop existing city-owned vacant 
park sites and partially devel­ 
oped park sites. These are: (un­ 
developed) La Romeria Park in 
the Southwest. Homes area, $131,- 
000; Paradise Park in the South- 
wood Homes area, 1$ 131,000: l,os 
Arboles, in the upper Hollywood 
Riviera area. $131,000; Civic Cen­ 
ter Park in the central area, 
$120,700; Guenser Park, in north­ 
east Torrance, $33.500; Pueblo 
Center in central Torrance. $10,. 
000. The partially developed 
parks are AcUilt. Center in cen­ 
tral Torrance, $16.000; Torranct 
Park, in central Torrance, $52,- 
300; B:i Retire Park in the Holly­ 
wood Riviera area. $60.000; Me- 
Master Park in North Torrance, 
$60,200: Sea-Aire Park in the 
Seaside area. $28,000; and Wal- 
teria Park in South Torrance, 
$51,300.

Allowance I* also made for 
architectural and engineering 
fees including 7Vs% contingency.

Van Rellehem stated that the 
$2 million would be spent ac­ 
quiring ten new neighborhood 
park sites and three major park 
sites, one each in the northern, 
central, and southern sections of 
the city. These are as follows:

166th st. and Arlington, 8 
acres; 178th and Western, 10 
acres; 190th nnrt Crenshaw, 25 
acres: is <¥ , and Prairie. 6 acres; 
Civic 'outer, 15 acres: Victor 
PIT .net. 5 acres; Border and 
''laza del Amo, 5 acres: 231st and 
Arlington. 6 acres; South end of 
Madison ft, 13 acres; Major park 
in South Torrance. 25 acres: S 
neighborhood parks of about 6 
acres each. 15 acres.

The Park and Recreation Com­ 
mission will consider the loca­ 
tion of the three 5-acre neigh, 
borhood parks to be included in 
the bond issue at their meeting 
on Wednesday, March 26th.

Mrs. Bisou summed up the 
meeting by congratulating her 
Citizens' Committee that work­ 
ed to obtain the necessary 2,200 
signatures to put the park bond 
before the people again. Those 
working on the committee were:

Work on Alondra

Powerful new 10,000 lumen 
park lights have been installed 
on both the old and new park­ 
ing lots and in the area to be 
developed as a children's play 
area.

With the frame cojnpleted, the 
ha (house has been roofed and 
the floor poured and it. is near­ 
ly ready for interior plaster and 
exterior stucco.

Supervisor Hahn stated that 
other improvements to be made 
in the area include the construc­ 
tion of one of the finest play» 
grounds in the county for young. 
sters, which will be provided 
with the latest and finest of 
playground equipment, and th« 
paving of the new parking lot.
